The Turnpike Tax. 

On the first Monday in Aufjust, tlif 
people of this conntv voted down tlu 
|>roposition to levy a Lax on tlic prop 
erty holders for the purpose of con- 
struotin" pikes in dilferent portions 
ol the county. From the official rec- 
ord we have observed, with much 
snrpnso, that the proposition was lost 
the votes of men living, for the niosi 
part, remote from the pikes already 
constructed, lliose living contigu- 
ous to turn-pikes verj^ generally vot 
c<l in favor of the levying or a tax. 
This IS surprising. We had believed 
that the men who are without the 
advantages a pike affords, would have 
been tlie first to cast their votes in 
i»ivor of a proposition that would 
have secured for them goed roads to 
their county-seat; and if any objec- 
tion to such an appropriation V'ere 
urged, it would have come from those 
who are already enjoying the benefits 
of pikes. Why a poor man Mving 
remote from any pike, who would 
have had no tax to pay even if the 
pro|> 08 ition had i been sustained, 
should cast his vote against a tax of 
this kiiid, surpasses our compreheu. 
sion.1 ^But in Kentucky, every man 
has the right, once more, to vote as 
he pleases, and we have no right to 
complain. But we will take the lib- 
erty of saying that tliese men, in our 
judgeiiMjnt, voted against their most 
jMilpahle interests, when they defeat- 
ed a proposition which won 11 Iiave 
enabled them to construct good roads 
in the place of the continued series 
of mud holes through which they are 
obliged to trudge during a portion of 
the year. j 

, Besides, the tax w’hich was propos- 
ed to be levied on the taxable proper- 
ty of the county forj building such 
roads, was so insignificant, that when 
compared witli the advantages to be 
derived from a turn -pike, the objec-j 
tions urged against it possess no force 
entitled to any serious consideration. 

The act empowering the County 
court to make appropriations for 
building turn-pikes provided that the 
“Moore Fund,” which is now lying 
idle, might be boi rowed, and iuterest, 
at the rate of C^per cent, per annum, 
bo paid thereon by the county. This 
fund is about $18,000; the interest, 
therefore, would be 81,080, per an- 
num, w hich is the amount for w hich 
the county would have been taxed. 

Tlie county eourt, we presume, ex- 
pends more than that amount in ‘ re- 
pairing the public roads throughout 
the county. These dirt roads are con- 
stantly in need of fresh repairs. Turn- 
pikes when once thoroughly com- 
pleted, insure good permanent roads, 
and generally produce a dividend. 
A turnpike in Harrison county wi'l 
guarantee an income sufficiently 
large to satisfy the interest on 8750 
to every mile appropriated. The tax 
would have been withdrawn as soon 
as any pike so constructed would 
have become self-supporting. 

The interest accruing from this 
borrowed fund w’ould have been ap- 
propriated, according to the w ill of 
the late Mr. Moore, toward the edu- 
**itionof the indigent orphans of tkc 
jounty. 

Wa would like to see another effort 
made in behalf of tliis scheme, and 
we believe with the proper exertions, 
such as the importance ol the subject 
demands, the proposition would be 
favorably entertained and carried by 
a large majority of the voters of the 
county.
